Hin, It is the Providential Care of Almighty God which upholdsand 
maintains all Publick Societies of Men, and all human Government, from 
Ruin and Diſorder. For, can it be ſuppoſed, That Almighty God, who 
firſt made and createdall Things, in that moſt beautiful anduleful Order, in 
Which we now behold them, The Heaven of | Heavens, with all their 
giorzous Hoſt, the whote M. orld, and the Fulneſs thereof, the Earth, 
which be hath given to be inhabited by the Children of Men; Can we 
imagine, That the ſame Divine Being, ſhould, at any time, withdraw 
his unerring Guidance of the Affairs and Concerns of that World, which 
e made, and which He always deſign'd to reign over? No, certainly: 
For it is God alone, who hath a perfect Knowledge of all the Affairs of 
Men, and is endued with infinite Power to direct and govern them: By 
his Dive Omniſcience, He views the moſt diſtant Events, and future 
Contingencies; He obſerves all the ſecret Springs of human Actions, 
inclines the Hearts of Men, and orders all their Affairs aud Councils, as 
He, in his infinite Wiſdom, ſeeth moſt conducive to his Glory, andrheir 
Advantage: He worketh all Things by the Council of his own Will; 
He bleſſeth and proſpereth Nations, or He correfts and puniſhes them,

as it ſeemeth good in his Sight. Aud, as He upholdeth every thing by 
the Word of his Power, ſo, oftentimes, when all human viſible Helps 
fail, then does the Almzghty, by his ſuperior inviſible Power, let the 


World ſee, That Safety alone comes from Him, and that they who truft | 


in Him ſhall never be deſtitute. 

For it is not the diligent or prudent Care of the beſt Men in the Ad- 
miniſtration of Publick Affairs, not the vigilant or faithful Conduct of 
able Miniſters, under the greateſt or moſt diſcerning Prince, not pow- 
erful Armies, led forth by valiant and skilful Generals, which can lo 
preſerve any State or Kingdom in Peace and Safety, or give Victory — 


Succeſs to their Arms, unleſs e e God be pleaſed, by his ſupetior 


Power and Wiſdom, to uphold and maintain them from inteſtine Com- 


motions, or open Violence. It is the Lord who keepeth the City, and 
without Hin, the Watchman waketh' but invain: And it is the ſame all- 


wiſe and powerful God, who enlargeth the Nations, and ſiraitneth them 


again; who maketh Wars to ceaſe in all the World; who reſirainetb 
the Wrath of Man, and the Madneſs of the People; even that God, 


whoſe Name is excellent, and whoſe Glory is far above the Earth, and 
the Heavens. | | 


As ſoon therefore may we expect, that a Ship in a boiſterous Sea, 


driven by Storms and Tempeſts, amidſt Rocks and Shoals and Quick- 


ſands, without a Pilot at the Helm, or skilful Mariners to conduct and 


direct her Courle, ſhould yet reach in ſafety to her wiſh'd-for Port, as 
that any human Government ſhou'd long be preſerv'd or proſper, un- 
leſs that Godby whom Kings reign, and Printes decree Fuſtice, is pleas 
ed to ſuperintend, and watch over the ſame for Good. 


This leads me in the Second Place, to conſider the many uncommon 


marks of the Divine Favour vouchſafed to the Proteſſant People of this 
Nation, in the ſignal and merciful Deliverance of this Day. IP 

To do this as we ought; it is neceſſary that we riſe a little higher, 
and take a view of the Goodneſs of God to us ever ſince the firſt Set- 
tlement of the Reformation in thele Kingdoms. 

What the Proteſtants of England felt, in the ſhort, but Bloody Reign 
of Queen Mary the Firſt, ler the Hiſtory of England ſpeak; let the in- 
tamous Cruelties of that Popiſh Government, and the Blood of the Martyrs 
who were then condemned and undauntedly ſuffered in the Flames, bear 
witneſs: And if at the ſame time we caſt our Eyes upon this Poor King» 
dom, we ſhall find that the ſtorm and fire of Romiſh Perſecution, * 
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6 God's Goodneſs Liſible in our 
fo dreadfully broke out in Exgland, ſoon began to gather, and ſhew 
it ſelf here; and it would certainly in the end, have proved Fatal to us 
of this Nation, had not God in his good Providence moſt fignally inter- 
poſed in our behalf. * 

For when Queen Mary aſcended the Throne of theſe Realme, ſhe 
immediately filled the vacant Sees of Ireland with Papiſts; and then 
proceeded to remove all the remaining Proteſtant Biſhops from their 
Preferments; and Doctor George Brown, the firſt Proteſtant Archbi- 
bop of Dublin, was treated with particular Severity, becauſe he had 
ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the Pope's Supremacy in the Reign of King Henry 
the 8th, and very early declared in favour of the ZEngiſh Liturgy, when 
it was firſt propoſed to be received in this Kingdom. * 

Aud to let the World ſee, what were the further view of theſe Men, 
had their Power continued; Dowudal, the Popiſh Archbiſhop of Armagh, 
ordered a Jubilee to be obſerv d throughout the Kingdom, for the entire 
Reſtoration and Eftabliſhment of the Romiſh Religion. But nothin 
could prove agreeable to Popiſh Principles, or promote the Popilh 
Cauſe, but what was Bloody and Cruel; a Commiſſion therefore was grant- 
ed to call the Proteſtants of Ireland in Queſtion for Religion, in the ſame 
manner that had been uſed in England. 
How that ended there, is too well known; and without Queſtion, 
the ſame; or greater Cruelties would have been practiſed here, if the

Fora Spunge of Blood was found, and viſibly taken down from the hollow 


of the Crown of Thorns in the Top of the Image, and publickly ſhewn 


ro the People in the face of the Congregation; For which ſhameful 


Deed, Father Leigb, the Contriver of the Cheat, and his Accomplices, 


did pablick Penance in the ſame Church the Sunday following; And the 


Detection of this Maſter-piece of Romiſh Forgery, had ſuch an Effect 


upon many of the Papiſts then aſſembled, that an hundred of them ſwore 
they wou d never hear Maſs again.

Chriſt in Marble, with 
2 Reed in his Hand, and a Crown of Thorns on his Head. While the Exglif Service was 
Aying b-fore the Lord Lieutenant, the Archbiſhop of Dublin, the Privy Council, the Mayor 
of the City, and a great Aſſembly; Blood was ſeen to run down the Crevices of the Crown 
of Thorns, trickling down the Face of the Cracfiix; whereupon ſome of the Contrivers 
of the Fraud cryed out— See how our Saviour's Image ſweats Blood, which it could not 
bot do, fince Hereſy was then come into the Church; whereat ſeveral of the common 
People fell down with Beads in their Hands and prayed to the Image; vaſt Numbers flock'd 
to the Sight, and the Confuſion was ſo great, that the Congregation broke up, and the Lord 
Lieotenant and Council haſtened oat of the Quire for fear of Danger.

and by that Means much Superſtition and groſs 1Idolatry was effectually 
prevented among the People. Nn 1 
Ver neither the Endeayours of this great and wiſe Queen to ſettle 
© God's true and holy Religion among us, nor her Lenity to thoſe of the 
Popiſh Perſwaſion in general, nor the Mercy ſhe uſed to the Romiſh 
Clergy, who had been ſuch fierce Enemies to the Proteſtant Biſhops, 
Clergy, and People, even unto Death, under her Siſters cruel and un- 
happy Reign, cou'd prevail upon that Set of Men to give reſt or caſe 
ro her rightful, and merciful Government. 10 
For this Excellent Princeſs had not long been ſettled on the Throne, 
to the great Peace and Comfort of her perſecuted People, when ſhe was 


| forced to ſtruggle with an obſtinate Rebellion, carried on by ſome of her

The formidable Power of Spain, aſſiſted by the Councils, and Money 
of the Roman Pont iſt, threatned her Deſtruction. This alſo ſhe lived to 
defeat, and left her Lingdomt in a ſafe and flouriſhing Condition, to her 
Jurceſſor, King James the Firſt; In his Reign, the reſtleſs Endeavours 
of the Jeſuits were again employed, to ſhock and ruin the whole Con- 
itt ion at once, by the intended Maſſacre by Gun. pouder. 
But ſetting aſide the uncommon Marks of the Divine Providence over us, 
ought not the Aunual Return of this Day's Holy Solemnity, call to our 
| Minds, a moſt ſignal Inſtance of God's unbounded Mercy to us; when ſo 
many of our Forefathers, ſomany Thouſand Britiſp Proteſtants of this 
| Kingdom, were reſcued from the Bloody Hands of the Iriſh Rebels, from 
the Hands of thoſe wicked Men, who had ſo long plotred anddeſign'd, and

For tho' the ——— of the Southern and Eaſtern Parts of the 
Kingdom, had ſome little Time to prepare for their Defence, and to put 
themſelves upon their Guard, againſt that Fire, and ſore Deſtruction which 
then raged, and was the fad and calamitous Portion of the North; yet 
the brutal and cruel Views of theſe deſperate Conſpirators, were, no 
doubt, to put an utter End to the Engliſh Name and Nation in this 
Kingdom; and at once to cut off the whole Body of the Britiſh Prote- 
flantss: For it evidently ap by the Examination of Owen O Con- 
nelly, that the real Deſign was firſt to have ſurprized his Majeſty's Caftle 
and City of Dublin, and then all his Majeſty's other Cities and #orrefi- 
cations throughout the Kingdom; and all the Proteſlanta who wou d not

join with them, were without Mercy to be cut off. 
This inevitably wou'd have been done, if Almighty God had not in 
his Anger remembred Mercy, and graciouſly inclined the Heart of Owen 
O Connelly, to reveal the dark and dangerous Conſpiracy, before it had 
taken its full, and barbarous Effect: And ſo very ſeaſonably was this diſ- 
cover'd, even but a few Hours before the Caſſle and City of Dublin 
were to have been ſurprized; that the Lords Juſtices had juſt time ro 
put themſelves and the City, on their Guard, and to ſeize the Lord 
Mac Guire and his Accomplices in their Beds, who came to this City 
the Night before, in order to execute this cruel and treacherous Deſigu. 
Thus, by the infinite Goodneſs of God, the City of Dublin, and all 
the Inhabitants thereof, were wonderfully preſerved from utter Deſo-

try round it, on both Sides the River Boyne; yet as often as they re- 
newed their Attacks. they were as often courageouſly and wonderfully 
repulſed by very unequal Numbers of the King's Forces and a few faith- 
ful Proteſtant Citizens, who behaved themſelves with unuſual Bravery, 
under the wiſe Conduct and courageous Behaviour of Sir Henry Titch.

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Fortune, who are now fo commendably employed in carryingſon the many 
uſeful Improvements of the Kingdom; wou d they caſt a favourableè Bye 
on the low Eſtate of many of their Terre Tenants, who, by their extream 
Poverty, are not able to afford any Chriſtian, or uſeful Education to 
their Children, who are in no ſort of Circumſtances to contribute to the 
raiſing of Chapels of Eaſe, in wide extended Pariſhes, where they are 
much wanted; or even to d or decently repairing their de- 
cayed Pariſh Churches; many of which, by the Var and Confuſions of 
former Times, as well as ſomewhat to the Reproach of the preſent, ſtill 
lie in Ruins, and neglected. When many of thoſe Tenants are ſtill leis 
able to afford any Aid for the Settlement of a Proteſtant Clergyman a- 
mong them, in Pariſhes of large Extent, yet often deſtitute both of 
Glebe and Tythes, for the neceſſary Support of the Paſtor; the unhappy 
Caſe of ſo many Pariſhes in this Krngdom.

dreſſed, and render'd fir for the Wheel in the Spinning Schooks ? Which 
S$chools, as they have been formerly ſapportedby the Care of the Nara of 
Linnen Manufacture, ſo it is not unlikely, but they may be ſtill farther 
encouraged by the ſame Honourable and VDſeſful Board. © A,

merous and aged Poor; what advantage might not this produce, in a ſhort 


time, to the whole Community; ſince the ſucceſs and benefit of theſe uſe - 


ful Iuſtitut ions are very viſible in a neighbouring Nation, and have been 
likewiſe carried on with ſingular advantage in the Capital of this A ing dom? 
And, if the raiſing of Work. houſes for che due Employment of the Poor, 
ſhould at laſt prevail and take place, might not part of the fame Founda- 
tion be properly and uſefully ſet apart, as Granaries, or publick Store- 
houſes for Corn; more eſpecially, ſince ſuch publick Repoſſtories for Grain 
are found, by long experience, to turn to yery great account in other 


Nations of Europe. And as theſe, and ſuch other Beneficent publick Works 


as theſe, ſoem to be the moſt likely means to introduce Labour, Induſtry 
and Virtue among us, in the room of IJaleneſe, Popiſh Ignorance and 
Vice, ſo, by theſe Wiſe and Chriſtian Methods, we may at laſt hope, 2
